These Days 
Good-By Easy Payments 


To slow up the buyers’ market, Con- 
gress has passed a bill to limit credit by 
raising the down payment percentage 

: and shortening the time 
for installment paying. 
This rule, making it 
more difficult to pur- 
chase high-priced arti- 
cles, is to keep people 
from overreaching their 
ability to pay. It stabi- 
lizes their finances and 
reduces the sale of in- 
dustrial goods, for 
these sales, when up, can make busi- 
ness appear in a healthier condition than 
it really is. 

This is supposed to be good for what 
ails our economic digestion and blood 
pressure. How the patient will respond to 
the treatment is yet a matter of conjec- 
ture, for some experts argue one way and 
some another — and even experts can be 
wrong. 

Anyway our economists adjust their 
glasses and, looking on our situation, di- 
agnose our case as living on too small a 
margin of our income. It is reported that 
one out of four families is now living 
beyond its income, spending more than 
it issmaking, using up reserves and living 
cn credit. It is agreed that this is dan- 
gerous — dangerous to the buyer, to 
business and to our economy as a whole. 
It is dangerous to live on the edge of 
the black forest of uncertainty and to 
play in the woods of the wolf who knows 
the way to the door. : 

But more dangerous is the practice of 
playing around the edges of spiritual 
victory — living on a small margin of 
prayer and of the Word of God. The 
Apostle Peter wrote that exceeding great 
and precious promises are given, “that by 
these ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature” (2 Peter 1:4). How easy it is, 
so to speak, to buy the feeling of spiritual 
satisfaction with good intentions, a prom- 
ise of service, a vow of devotion, a bar- 

ain made in the buoyancy of prayer, 
when the heart is moved by the wonder 
of His grace. On a small down payment 
we take the satisfaction home to our 
hearts. But then come the installments. 
It comes time to pay that vow, to fulfill 
that promise, to go at His bidding, to 
worship Him in Spirit and in truth, to 
give Him and His cause pre-eminence. 
But if something has gone wrong, we 
become bankrupt in soul, and in failure 
the heart feels frustrated and too often 
goes into insolvency. 

~ However, if we know where to go, the 
case is not hopeless. His hand is not 
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shortened that it cannot save; His grace 
is sufficient; And His blessing maketh 
rich and addeth no sorrow with it. In 
Him is our full supply — for strength to 
be the Christian He would have us to 
be — strong in faith, steady in purpose, 
oure in heart, and useful for His service. 

The safe place in finances is away 
from the edges, living on too thin a 
margin, going out too deeply in debt; 
and Uncle Sam is trying to keep his 
citizens from it. The safe place in the 
Christian life is away from the edges 
-— from the borderline between faith and 
doubt, between the church and the 
world, between the flesh and the Spirit, 
between the atmosphere of heaven and 
the fetid air of earth. 

“To him that knoweth to do good and 
doeth it not to him it is sin.” Jesus came 
to save us from our sins — from that sin 
— to give grace to do what we should 
and to keep from that we should not do. 
That standard is not my opinion or yours, 
it is the Word of God. Let’s look into it 
more, each one for himself and all for 
the glory of our gracious Lord.

|. Perhaps the most romantic character 
_ Israel ever produced is introduced to us 
_ in the 17th Chapter of I Kings. Nothing 


is said of his parentage or of his training. 
He is presented simply and suddenly as 


' “Elijah the Tishbite, of the inhabitants 
| of Gilead.” 


His dress was not the latest, by any 
means. It would indeed require a great 
stretch of imagination to fancy Elijah in 
evening garb. His manner also was sim- 
ple and straight from the shoulder. En- 
tirely detached from the ostentatious 
society of his day, this rugged prophet 
stands out as a veritable Gibraltar of 
strength against the dark background of 
almost universal apostasy. 

The first item on his program for re- 
vival in Israel was to conduct a one-man 
prayer meeting. He then turned the key 
on God's rain barrel, and walked straight 

to Ahab and announced the result: 

“There shall not be dew nor rain these 
years, but according to my word.” Ahab 
was not favorably impressed with this 
message, nor yet with the messenger; 
and little wonder, since he was accus- 
tomed to the polished suavity of priests 
trained to speak “smooth things.” 


There was room at Jezebel’s table for 
850 of these tactful prophets, but our 
hero from the great open spaces, with his 
blunt manner and utter disregard for 
diplomacy, found it necessary to retire 
to the brook Cherith, where ravens 
brought him “bread and flesh in the 
morning, and bread and flesh in the even- 
ing; and he drank of the brook.” Plenty 
to drink and two “squares” a day are 
all right for a preacher on vacation; and 
Elijah was to have a long rest while idol- 
atrous Israel was being prepared by 
drought and famine for the special meet- 
ing at Carmel. 

After many months the brook dried up, 
but not the preacher. He was still in vital 
touch with God, and in quick response to 
the divine call he bade farewell to his 
faithful flock at Cherith (the ravens), 
and journeyed to Zarephath, where he 
was to be entertained by a certain widow 
and her son for the remainder of his three 
and a half years of inactivity. 

Let us pause for a moment down by 
the little Phoenician city where his new 
host (one of the small remnant who had 
not bowed to Baal), is gathering sticks 
to prepare her last meal. Is it a coin- 
cidence or by divine arrangement that 
the prophet appeared just at this crisis? 
Without presenting his credentials, or 
offering references, he asked for “a little 
water in a vessel,” and then for a “morsel 
of bread in thine hand.” This second 
request seemed a little too much for the 
obliging widow, and she countered with 
a brief story of how the depression had 
reduced her to abject poverty. Only a 
handful of meal and a little oil in a cruse 
remained. “And, behold, I am gathering

two sticks, that I may go in and dress it 
for me and my son, that we may eat it, 
and die.” This would have been enough 
to start the average preacher on a hunt 
for a better boarding house, but the 
extraordinary man of our sketch replied, 
“Fear not; go and do as thou hast said: 
but make me thereof a little cake first . . 
for thus saith the Lord God of Israel, the 
barrel of meal shall not waste, neither 
shall the cruse of oil fail, until the day 
that the Lord sendeth rain upon the 
earth. And she went and did according 
to the saying of Elijah: and she, and he, 
and her house, did eat many days.” 

God’s method of supplying the needs 
of His faithful ones during the long 
months of watchful waiting was from 
day to day. Every day there was just 
enough, and so they could sing the dox- 
ology at every meal. Still we cannot 
imagine that this hand to mouth pro- 
gram was any strain upon the happy 
household at Zarepath. Nay, verily; but 
rather a source of continuous wonder, 
love, and praise. 

Contentment for the worldling requires 
not only a full dinner pail, but also 
groaning granaries, and bursting barns. 
Who has not dreamed of a personal 
Utopia, like a certain fool in the parable 
of our Lord who said to himself, “Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry?” But God often keeps his honored 
instruments shouting glory through the 
bung-hole of a meal barrel that is almost 
empty. 

At last the time came for Elijah to 
leave his retirement and face an enraged, 
ignoble nobility, and an apostate, idol- 


-atrous nation. Three and one-half years 


of comparative inactivity had not ren- 
dered the country preacher “soft.” We 
shall presently see how courageous man- 
hood and heroic faith brought stunning 
defeat to the enemies of the Lord. 

The prophets of the Lord had been 
slain by Jezebel, and secret service agents 
from the court of Ahab had combed 
the nation for Elijah; and now, at the 
word of the Lord, he went boldly to show 
himself to Ahab. Here is drama in real 
life. Nothing more heroic has ever been 
conceived by extravagant purveyors of 
fiction. Their meeting was none too cor- 
dial. Charges and countercharges were 
made; but in the end all Israel was 


gathered unto Mt. Carmel for the most 
unique religious service in the history of 
the world. There was Ahab in his purple; 
850 false prophets dressed, no doubt, in 
all the splendor of their vestments; with 
Israel, deceived and fallen, bringing up 
a solid front for the adopted religion of 
the state. On the other side of the battle © 
line stood Elijah—alone with God. This 
was to be a “new deal” in religion. “The 
God that answereth” shall be God. Not 
the beauty of ritual, nor yet the earnest- 
ness of the worshipers was to be the 
deciding factor, but “fire” from heaven. 


Baal’s priests were generously given 
first chance, because they were many. 
Having erected their altar and placed the 
sacrifice upon the wood, the solemn rites 
began. “From morning even until noon” 
the fruitless praying by the popular Sa- 
marian conference of “stallfed” preachers — 
continued. Finally, Elijah became sar- 
castic and suggested that they pray 
louder: perhaps their god was asleep, or 
on a journey. “And they cried aloud, and — 
cut themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood gushed 
out upon them.” A perfect bedlam of 
frenzied zeal and confusion, but “there 
was neither voice nor any to answer, nor 
any that regarded.” Where are the people 
who still maintain that any religion is all 
right, provided the devotees are in earn- 
est? Let them beware. : 

What a relief to turn from this sorry 
spectacle to the unspoiled champion of 
revealed religion. Majestic in his solitude, 
he calmly repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down. Placing the sac- 
rifice in order, he then drenched the — 
sacrifice and the wood with 12 barrels 
of water. Everything is now ready. He 
is praying. Listen! “Hear me, O Lord, 
hear me, that this people may know that 
thou are the Lord God, and that thou 
hast turned their heart back again. Then 
the fire of the Lord fell, and consumed 
the burnt sacrifice, and the wood and the 
stones and the dust, and licked up the 
water that was in the trench. And when 
all the people saw it, they fell on their 
faces.” Oh, beloved, here was and is the 
acid test. “God is a consuming fire.” Vital 
religion is religion on fire—not a little 
spark, but a mighty baptism! 

Elijah was not concerned primarily 
with the spectacular manifestation. His 
great burden was, “that this people may 
know that thou art the Lord.”

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God is One in Three

That God is one, and, at the same 
time, is three—not one and three, but 
one in three—is a doctrine that has been 
accepted by a majority of all the denom- 
inations of Christendom that profess to 
believe and follow the teachings of the 
Word of God. It is most certainly the 
teaching of the Word, and to deny it 
or to question it, is to deny or question 
the Bible, or at least to so interpret what 
the Bible says on the subject as to make 
it say what it does not say at all. 

The doctrine cannot be scientifically 
or philosophically demonstrated, for the 
reason that it is not a discovery of science 
or philosophy, but is distinctively a 
revelation of God. If it had not been 
revealed; if God in His wisdom had 
seen fit to withhold the revelation from 
us, we could never have discovered it. 
There is such a thing as natural theology, 
and the revelations that come to the 
human mind through that medium are 
quite wonderful. For instance, it is writ- 
ten, “The heavens declare the glory of 
God, and the firmament showeth His 
handywork” (Psalm 19:1). We should 
know that this is true if it were not writ- 
ten; and we should know that there is 
a God, and that He is almighty, if we 
had no Bible. The universe by which 
we are surrounded, and of which we are 
a part, proves it to every rational mind 
that is not warped by prejudice. Did il 
use the expression “warped by preju- 
dice”? The Bible seems to be less chari- 
table than I have tried to be. It calls the 
atheist a fool; so, according to the Scrip- 
tures, and “the Scripture cannot be brok- 
en” (John 10:35), the man who fails to 
see that the universe of which he is a 
part is the handiwork of God, demon- 
strating His existence, has a mind that 
is not just warped by prejudice, but is 
the mind of a fool. 

The statement that God is une and 
at the same time is three—one in three 
and three in one—has been regarded as 
self-contradictory and, therefore, unbe- 
lievable. But some people very frequently 
reach conclusions too hastily. Suppose I 
were to make the assertion that light 
and sound and heat are three things. You 
would agree with me, of course. But sup- 
pose I were to say that these three things 
are one. You would probably deny it. 
Nevertheless it is true. They are three 
and they are one. Each is simply a mani- 
festation. A manifestation of what? Of 
vibrations in elastic media. Everywhere 
in God’s universe there is material sub- 
stance. Where we say there is nothing 
there is something. Our world is united 
to all the other worlds of God’s great 
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universe by this material substance, that 
has been called “ether,” but that Argyll 
(Unity of Nature, chapter 1) says “is 
of course a metaphor. It is a good meta- 
phor only in so far as the vapor of ether 
represents to us a form of matter which 
is very thin, invisible, and impalpable.” 
Light, like sound and heat, is a series 
of vibrations, and has to have this “elastic 
media” through which to travel. So, 
since light comes to us from systems in 
God’s starry heavens that we are told 
are five hundred million light-years 
away, we know that we are connected 
with those distant systems, and that 
God’s universe is one. 

If light and sound and heat are all 
just vibrations that travel through space 
on the wings of this “elastic media”, what 
makes them differ from one another, so 
that, although they are one, they are 
three? Perhaps these words of a noted 
scientist will help us to understand: “It 
is not the size of a wave which deter- 
mines its power of producing light; it is, 
broadly speaking, the fitness of the wave 
to the retina. The ethereal pulses must 
follow each other with a certain rapidity 
of succession before they can produce 
light, and if their rapidity exceeds a cer- 
tain limit, they also fail to produce light. 
The retina is attuned, if I may use the 
term, to a certain range of vibrations, 
beyond which, in both directions, it 
ceases to be of use” (Argyll, Reign of 
Law, chapter 5). These words were writ- 
ten before the advent of radio. We all 
know now what broadcasting stations 
do: they send out their messages upon 
waves of the ether, but if two stations 
are close to each other the “wave lengths” 
must be different, or they will clash. Our 
radio receiving sets are so arranged that 
it is possible for us to “tune in” and get 
the broadcast we want. So God has at- 
tuned our eyes to receive the vibrations 
that produce light, and our ears those 
that produce sound, and our nerves those 
that produce heat. In reality light and 
sound and heat are not substances; they 
may be defined rather as sensations. If 
we had no eyes there would be no light; 
the light is simply the response of our 
eyes to a series of vibrations that come 
in very rapid succession. Where these 
vibrations do not come there is darkness 
which is simply the absence of light. I 
was interested the other day in reading 
how somebody succeeded, by means of 
an electric current, in causing vibrations 
that produced all the colors of the spec- 
trum. They were caused simply by speed- 
ing up or slowing down the velocity of 
the vibrations. Comparing the vibrations 


that produce sound; or, more properly — 
speaking, that the ear is attuned to re- — 


ceive, with the vibrations that cause light, 


or that the eye is delicately adjusted to — 


respond to it has been found that “the 
lowest musical tone consists of pulsations 
of air at the rate of about thirty per sec- 
md. while it is estimated that the undu- 


lations of the cosmic ether producing — 


green light are at the rate of six hundred 
thousand billions per second,” And it is 
said that “man’s organization is not elas- 
tic enough to respond to all intervening 
vibrations. If our senses were ten times 
more numerous than they are, and a 
hundred times more acute, the larger 
share of what goes on in the universe 
would still be unknown to the human 
race. 


Paul says that “we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part. But when that 
which is perfect is come, then that which 
is in part shall be done away” (1 Cor. 
13:9,10). Undoubtedly our resurrection 
bodies, which will be like the resurrec- 
tion body of our Lord, will be perfect; 


they will have senses such as we do not 


now possess, and our present senses will 
be more acute; will, in fact, be perfect. 
So, we shall no longer know in part only, 
but shall know even as also we are known 
(i Cor 13k 


We have seen that the vibrations that 
produce sound are much more sluggish 
than those that produce light, but they 
are nevertheless vibrations. If the vibra- 
tions that produce sound are sufficiently 
increased in rapidity, the ear, being no 
longer tuned to receive them, will no 
longer hear the sound, and there will 


be silence; in other words, no sound.: 


Let the vibrations continue to increase 
in rapidity, and after a while there will] 
be light; the vibrations, being sufficiently 
rapid, will find in the eye an organ at- 
tuned to receive them. 


You have heard of the expression, “the 
music of the spheres,” and it may be that 
you supposed that it was just a poetical 
expression. Such is not the case. The 
spheres make music as they wing their 
flight through the spaces they have been 
ordained of God to occupy and move 
in. It is a long way from the earth to the 
star Vega, 2,000,000 times as far as it 
is to the sun, and the sun is about 96,- 
000,000 miles away. It takes light, travel- 
ing at the rate of 186,300 miles per sec- 
ond, 33 years to come from Vega to us; 
so we are told by those who have made 
a special study of the subject, and are 
supposed to know. But do you know 
what man has done? He has actually 
trapped some of those rays of light, 
some of those pulsations, or vibrations 
or undulations and has slowed them 
down until they have ceased to be 
light and have become music; and his 
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' ears have actually listened to “the music 
_ of the spheres.” Perhaps I should have 


said to the music of one of the. 


_ spheres. One is reminded of what Ad- 
_dison wrote concerning the stars, 
“Forever singing as they shine, 
‘The hand that made us is divine.” 
Yes, they actually sing. And it may 
be that we shall find some day that, 
not only “everything that hath breath” 
was designed by God at the beginning 
to praise the Creator, but the whole 
material creation as well. Our senses will 
then be numerous enough and acute 
enough to hear the praises. And we may 
discover in that day that the only reason 
why “the whole creation is groaning and 
travailing in pain together until now” is 
hecause man has sinned and brought 
death into the world — death with all 
of its attendant woes — and that the work 
of redemption having been fully accom- 
plished and “the creation itself having 
yeen delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the glorious liberty of 


the children of God” (Rom. 8:21), 
the whole material universe will 
again, without a single discordant 


note, be singing the praises of Him who 
is worthy to be praised, the triune God, 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit. 

There is a very interesting colored 
plate (Plate XIV) in the first volume of 
the Century Dictionary. Represented in 
circular form are the three primary pig- 
ment colors, yellow, crimson, and blue 
overlapping and forming, orange red, 
green, and scarlet, with black in center. 
Also the three fundamental or. primary 
color sensations, red, green, and violet 
overlapping and forming. yellow, blue 
and crimson, with white in center. It 
will be seen that white is three in one, 
and is also one in.three. The same thing 
is true of black. Out.of these primary pig- 
ment colors all the various colors and 
shades of colors are compounded by the 
artist. They are formed by simple com- 
binations that may be extended almost 
indefinitely until they become quite com- 
lex. Even an experienced artist is always 
learning. 

An interesting fact concerning pig- 
ments is stated by a noted scientist who 
says that they “are composed of particles 
mixed with a vehicle; but how intimately 
soever the particles may be blended, they 
still remain particles, separated it may 
be by exceedingly minute distances, but 
still separated,” And he tells us further 
that “the mixture of blue and yellow 
yigments undoubtedly produces green, 
but the mixture of pigments is totally 
different from the mixture of lights 
(Tyndall, Lectures on Light). However, 
what is said concerning the particles 
blended in pigments, the particles still 
remain particles, “however intimately sO- 
ever they may be blended,” is equally 
true of the rays that form light. This fact,

if it does not prove, at least suggests to 
us what is undoubtedly true, namely, 
that the three persons who constitute the 
Godhead — Father, Son and Holy Spirit 
— even though They always act together 
as a unit, so that They appear to be 
one as They actually are one, are 
nevertheless distinct persons, each 
functioning in His own particular sphere, 
but not without the others. 

An English naturalist, Woodward, 
‘vrote a book entitled Familiar Introduc- 
tion to the Study of Light. He tells us 
that the three fundamental colors dis- 
solve into the unity of light in such a 


-manner “that each of the three rays pre- 


serves its distinctive attributes. Red is the 
caloric, yellow the luminous, blue the 
chemical] (activic) ray. This is very inter- 
esting indeed. May we not think of these 
three rays, as somebody has suggested, 
as representing the Trinity in the God- 
nead? The caloric ray may be regarded 
as representing the Father; the luminous 
ray the Son, who said, “I am the Light 
of the world”, and the chemical ray the 
Holy Spirit, who penetrates the inner- 
most parts of the being, and whose 
fertilizing and energizing power is neces- 
sary in order that the fruit of the Spirit 
(Gal. 5:22,23) may be produced in the 
beliver’s life. Woodward tells us, fur- 
ther, that “some plants (cucumbers and 


' melons) were put under a glass that was 


so colored as to absorb the blue (chem- 
ical) rays of light. The consequence was 
that the plants grew with the greatest 
ey and put forth luxurious blos- 
soms, but just as quickly faded away 
again without bringing forth fruit. What 
an important statement if we are to re- 
gard these rays as representing in nature 
the triune God, who is the author of all 
the laws of nature and apart from whom 
there could have been, and can be, no 
nature! 

How important that we have the Spirit 
with us, and in us, — the Spirit, as well 
as the Father and the Son! We cannot 
have Him unless we have Them; and if 
we have the triune God, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, which is the divine blessing 
in divine fulness, “the blessing of the 
Lord that maketh rich,” we shall indeed 
be fruit-bearing Christians. 

So interesting is this theme that I can 
scarcely refrain from writing more. But 
I must desist. Let us not forget that God 
is One in Three, and that the resources 
of the Godhead are the resources that 
have been made available through faith, 
that “all our need may be supplied 
according to God’s riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19). Christ is the 
head of the church, and in Him dwelt — 
and dwells — “all the fuiness of the God- 
head bodily” (Col. 2:9).

The Camp Meeting 


It’s over, but it’s still with us. Those 
days of camping, not on “the old camp- 
ground” but on the new, the first meet- 
ings in Bethany Park, are over. The 
pleasure of being in the beautiful sur- 
coundings in which the camp is situated 
is recorded in memory, and the lingering 
aftertaste of spiritual blessings upon the 
soul is in the recesses of the heart.

There were few 
vho would have held out for the Ptole- 
maic theory — that the earth is flat — for 
tents were not on flat surfaces, many of 
them, unti! the hand of man had, with 
shovel, leveled the space on which the 
ient rested. It was a new experience, but 
it was taken in good spirit. Soon everyone 
was happily fixed up and life was settled 
down to enjoy the camp. It is expected 
that another year will find better ar- 
rangements for setting out the tents. But 
this year the camp was new and there 
was so much to be done to get the public 
‘uildings ready for use. 

The tabernacle, yet to be completed, 
is larger than the one we had in St. 
Helena, but the week-end crowds already 
seem to have outgrown it. The regular 
attendance during the week did not 
leave a great amount of unused space 
in the auditorium, and the prayer room, 
though large, was bulging at the seams 
after the services as the evangelist, Bro- 
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ther F. C. Cornell, encouraged the people 
io be filled with the Spirit — baptized 
with the Spirit, filled and refilled. The 
tabernacle will present a new appearance 
when the people gather next July for the 
1949 camp meeting. The front addition 
will have been put on and the prayer 
soom will be reaching farther back to- 
ward the creek. 

The services were enioyed by the 
people. Brother Cornell emphasized the 
need of the continued Pentecostal in- 
filling. He ministered out of his heart 
and with all his strength. His uncom- 
promising sincerity made him many 
friends and admirers in the District and 
his preaching made many hearts hungry 
for the indwelling of the Spirit, from 
Whose presence flows the never-failing 
streams of victory and riches for the 
soul — that thing that makes a Christian 
different, that puts the honey in the life. 

The Diner, the spacious. dining hall, 
accommodates about 400 at a time. The 
meals are served .cafeteria style; so the 
first people in are finished and out before 
the tables are too filled for the later 
comers. This fine redwood building with 
a cement floor is built to stay there for 
many camp meetings. The kitchen, with 
its new equipment, is the fulfillment of 
a cook’s dream. There is ample space for 
a large crew of workers to get a lot of 
food properly prepared for a great host 
vf people. The cooks did just that this 
year. Sister Murray planned the meals. 
And Jack Colas and Bernard Dyer, with 
a company of volunteer workers, did a 
fine job of getting it cooked and ready 
for serving. 

The new Spot, being larger and better 
equipped, permitted Brother Doy] 
Adams and his crew to serve hambur- 
gers and ice cream and kindred items 
better and faster. This offered a good 
means of handling the food needs of no 
small portion of the crowds and thus 
relieved the dining hall of the task of 
feeding everyone who did not bring 
lunches. And these latter were very few. 

Though the parking lot seemed very 
large when laid out and when no cars 
were on it, it proved to be unable to 
accommodate the Sunday crowds. It too 
will be fixed up, with proper surface, 
and more space will be provided as this

need can be taken care of. 


The appearance of several cottages on _ 


the lots over the grounds has already 
given the appearance of a new com- 
munity having been opened in the hills. 
More lots were sold during the camp 
meeting, there being only a few left on 
the hill on the west side of the grounds. 
These good lots will provide a fine loca- 
tion for cottages. Several more cottages 
were being built at the close of the meet- 
ings Another year will find quite a 
number more erected, some tucked away 
in the trees, some on hillsides, and some 
m hilltops, and all with owners who 
are looking forward to many years of 
enjoyment in them, not only at camp 
meeting time but at other times of the 
year when they can get to them to enjoy 
this retreat near others of like precious 
faith. 

This year the local plant did admirably 
in providing electricity for the needs of 
the public buildings and few outside 
lights, as well as other power needs. It 
is expected that regular electric service 
will have been brought in by next year 
and then electricity can be had there as 
in any other community. The water sys- 
tem. too, will be further developed and 


be available to those not in the imme-’ 


diate tabernacle area. 

A great work has been done in bring- 
ing the grounds to this state of develop- 
ment, and it has cost much in labor and 
money. Though there still remains a 
great deal to be done to complete the 
development of what already has been

The Hope of The Nation 


by Willard C. Peirce 


Digest of an article by Dr. Clarence H. 
Benson, Litt. D., Executive Secretary, 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion: 

“Fven before the first World War, the 
United States was declared to be the 
most lawless nation on earth. In a single 
decade more Americans were murdered 
than were slain in a century and a half of 
battles. 

Pefore World War II, fingerprints of 
3,800,000 criminals were registered. To- 
day over six million fingerprints are reg- 
istered for those arrested for crime. This 
number is increasing daily by an alarm- 
ing number of juvenile delinquents who 
are joining the ranks of criminals. The 
“country is in deadly peril,” says J. Edgar 
Hoover, of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation. “A creeping rot of moral disinte- 
gration is eating into our nation. The 
arrests of teen-age boys and girls are 
staggering and some of the crimes that 
youngsters commit are almost unspeak- 
able.” 

WHO IS TO BLAME? 

“The blame for the present lamentable 
condition.cannot be laid upon the public 
school system. America has attained to 
great intellectual heights. This nation has 
the finest public school system in the 
world and it is nobly doing its part in 
contributing to the support of democ- 
racy. But it is not the business of the 
State to provide character. This all-im- 
portant element for the success of a re- 
public must be supplied by the home and 
the church. The tragedy of America is 
that those who believe that the Bible lies 
at the very foundation of national stabil- 
ity have so woefully neglected to teach it 
in the home and in the church. 

“The framers of the Constitution of the 
United States wished to guarantee to the 
American people religious liberty as well 
as political freedom. At the price of their 
religious liberty they committed them- 
selves to the 

DUAL SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS 

1. A system of public schools under 
state control, which would guarantee 
the intelligence of the people. 

2. A system of religious schools under 
church control, which would guar- 
antee the character of the people. 

“The state has fully assumed its re- 
sponsibility and done its work well. Ele- 
mentary education has practically 
become universal in this country. But the 
Protestant church has never taken its 
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educational task seriously. It has failed 
to reach over two thirds of its constit- 
uency and has not been very successful 
in teaching the other one third. Its 
Sunday schools have been in charge of 
UNTRAINED AND UNSUPERVISED 
WORKERS 

“Christian instruction and _ restraint 
have almost entirely disappeared, not 
only from the school, but from the home 
as well. The parents of today are the 
children of a former generation who were 
neglected by the church. 

“What can be done about it? 

“The strategy of tomorrow is to win the 
children today. 

EVERY CHURCH SHOULD HAVE 

A TRAINING SCHOOL 

“If religion rather than rowdyism is to 
rule the land, the American people must 
be taught the Bible, and there is no 
place to do this better than the Sunday 
school. The hope of the nation lies in 
making the Sunday school an indispen- 
sable part of its educational system. But 
before Sunday schools can be improved 
and enlarged a vast army of teachers will 
have to be recruited, and trained. The 
urgent call is not for a new battalion of 
nolicemen to deal with crime, but for a 
multiplication of teachers for the 38 
million godless, prayerless, Bibleless boys 
and girls in America. Half a million more 
teachers will be needed this year, and 
every year till the stupendous task is 
done. 

“Every home should be garrisoned 
with 

TEACHING PARENTS 

“Ninety per cent of a child’s life is 
spent in his home. During these early im- 
pressionable years the parent is the 
child’s first and most important teacher. 
But does he teach? Can he teach? Is his 
failure not due to ignorance rather than 
to unwillingness? Certainly young people 
must be prepared to teach the things of 
God before they assume the responsibil- 
ities of parenthood. Every young man 
and woman should enroll, therefore, in 
the training school of the church.” 

HOW CAN THIS BE DONE? 

The GLAD TIDINGS BIBLE IN- 
STITUTE of San Francisco, along with 
the ten other Bible institutes and colleges 
of the Assemblies of God, in co-operation 
with the Evangelical Teacher Trainin 
Association. in which nearly 150 Bible 
schools and institutes are co-operating, is 
devoting itself to a program designed to 


help every church in this District to carry | 
on a training program for Sunday school _ 


teachers and parents. 
EXTENSION CLASSES 

are now being planned to be conducted 
by the Christian Education Department 
of Glad Tidings Bible Institute and its 
staff of teachers. They will come to your 
city and church and conduct classes to 
train your teachers and volunteers, who 
will become teachers, and the parents of 
the children of your church. Regular

“Follow after charity,” was an admo- 
nition given in one of the messages of our 
camp speaker, Brother F. C. Cornell. In 
the second book of Corinthians, we find: 
“Blessed be God . . . the Father of mer- 
vies, and the God of all comfort; who 
comforteth us in all our tribulation, that 
we may be able to comfort them which 
are in any trouble, by the comfort where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of God.” 
This is the ministry of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council—comfort seasoned with 
love. 


We are rejoicing in the vision so many 
of the groups are getting for the foreign 
and home missionary needs. Several cou- 
ples with children are being outfitted for 
the field, and things are being supplied 
beyond our expectations. Besides house- 
hold linens, clothing, hand work of var- 
ious kinds, a stove is being supplied for 
the Wheeler Andersons, and a lovely 
antique silver tea set was given for the 
Floyd Thomas family to take back to 
Africa. The Hollister W. M. C. received 
such a blessing last year from sending 
ven pounds of dried apricots to Brother 
and Sister Winkelman in Samoa that they 
have enquired about getting dried fruit 
this year. A brother offered to process 
fruit for them if they would pick and 
help prepare it. Now they have 150 
pounds on hand for missionaries. Over- 
alls, jeans, woolen coats, and skirts are 
being made into “wrap-arounds” for 
aative workers in Africa. To date $37 has 
been received on the mosquito nets for 
the school in Manila. About $20 is still 
seeded. 


A number of C. A. and Junior C. A. 
groups are taking an active interest in 
the missionary young people on the field. 
Tinder W. M. C. supervision they are 
mending and making toys, doing em- 
oroidery and other hand work. God bless 
the missionary vision to our young 
people!

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MISSIONS 


PERU 


Brother and Sister Frank Isensee, Jr., 
have been in Peru over two years. They 
are now at the Bible school in Lima. 
They write: 

“Recently we made a long trip to a 
regional convention, one of five or six 
that are held each year before the annual 
convention in the month of September. 
Leaving Lima early one morning, with 
some of the native brethren, in the car 
which was given to us by the Northern 
California Speed-the-Light fund, we 
drove all day long over roads that wound 
around beautiful lupin-covered moun- 
tains to an altitude of 14,000 feet. These 
Andean mountains always have surprises 
for the unsuspecting, unwary traveler. 
In some parts of the mountains, one can 
drive for hours up the side of barren and 
desolate ranges and not see any vegeta- 
tion save a little cactus and scrub, and 
then all of a sudden see a most extra- 
ordinary sight — a beautiful fertile, green 
valley lying hundreds of feet below. It 
gives an impression of being in an air- 
Poe and to one who has ridden all day 
ong through the hot burning sands, it is 
. an oasis indeed. 

“After a 13-hour trip, we arrived in 
Caraz, where our Brother and Sister 
Walter Erickson have been laboring 
faithfully for the past 21 years. We mar- 
vel at the wonderful work that has been 
done by these folk in the valley of Caraz. 
There is no doubt that everyone in the 
valley, which is 35 miles long, has heard 
the gospel message, and many far up 
in the mountains surrounding this senic 
valley have come in contact with the 
Pentecostal faith through the efforts of 
these faithful missionaries. After being 
with Brother and Sister Erickson for the 
Sunday services, we took as many be- 
lievers as we could in the two cars, theirs 
and ours, and left for the convention in 
La Pampa. We arrived at our destination 
where we were to be met by some of the 
believers from the La Pampa church. We 
waited quite a while for them and their 
mules to meet us and carry us down the 
side of the mountain. 

“We were a very weary group that 
arrived at the conference ground that 
evening. But what wonderful fellowship 
we enjoyed with those humble folks; it 
was a foretaste of heaven. I do not think 
that we have ever eaten so much rice 
in all of our lives as we did those three 
days of convention. For the noon and 
evening meal, a big plate of steaming 
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yucca was set before us. It is very dif- 
ficult to explain the taste of yucca, but 
once you have sampled it you will never 
forget its name. 

“The meetings were blessed by the 
presence of the Holy Spirit. Although the 
cutside of the church was made of adobe 
brick and not very beautiful to look 
upon, the Holy Spirit was pleased to 
come and to minister to the hungry 
hearts of men and women. Some had 
journeyed for days over mountain trails 
to reach this convention. One little old 
lady, 70 years old and very frail, traveled 
three days on horseback to come to the 
services. 

“We were happy to report to the 
people of Peru what the Speed-the-Light 
funds of the Northern California Dis- 
trict and of the Assemblies of God in 
general are doing in the purchasing of 
airplanes, launches, automobiles, jeeps, 
radio transmitters, and other things. 
There was a very hearty response from 
the people upon hearing how the Lord 
has been so mightily supplying the trans- 
portation and communication needs of 
His ministers and missionaries in order 
to bring them the sunlight of His love.” 


BRAZIL 


From Brother and Sister Wesley J. 
Griggs we hear: 

“We are getting along fine in Brazil. . 
.. We are now living in the northern 
part of the state of Minas, which is a 
vast territory. The people here are very 
{friendly and also very poor. 

“In the city where we are living there 
is a church very close to our home. Sister 
Griggs and I decided to go and see what 
things were like. As we entered, a woman 
conducted my wife to one side of the 
room. A man conducted me to the plat- 
form, where a large group of ‘people 
were sitting around a table. A man began 
to repeat words about the spirit superior. 
Each time he quoted the words, three 
raps were made. Faster and faster he 
quoted and faster and faster the raps 
were made, but the spirit superior failed 
to work. Another gentleman took over 
and began to tell the people how they 
needed to be in one accord for the spirit 
superior to work.

SAMOA 


From Brother and Sister Maurice Luce — 


comes interesting word of the latest de- 
velopments in the work at Pago Pago: 
“We have just concluded our general 


meetings over here and can report that | 


God has given us a wonderful victory | 


ever the question of water baptism. This 
victory will affect several thousand 
Samoans almost immediately. Durin 
these meetings this month (July), the 
native pastors adopted a new constitu- 
tion, which I drew up; and it is very 
similar to our own Assembly of God 
setup. They still wish to retain their old 
name, however, which is called Congre- 
gational Church of Jesus in Samoa. It will 
be several years before they can acquire 
enough Bible learning to put everything 
into practice that is contained in the 
constitution. By this you can see that 
there are some more battles and some 
more victories ahead. 


“The native pastors now say the reason 
the missionary won his point is because 
‘he prays too much and Jesus gives him 
more power than us. We praise God for 


all of your prayers and the prayers of 


everyone who has a burden for Samoa. | 
During the sessions of our meetings the 
Samoan women served cold drinks and 
refreshments to the men in the mid-fore- 
noon and mid-afternoon. It is a nice 
Samoan custom. There are some hu- 
morous touches too — like the translation 
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ot part of a prayer by an old native 
worker. ‘Oh, Lord, we love you better 
than the smell of corned beef fried with 
onions. This, of course, is their favorite 
dish. Food in general represents perhaps 
the most important material item here in 
the Islands. 

“By the time you receive this letter, a 
year will have passed since my arrival. 
I have personally led nearly 150 Samoans 
of all ages to receive Jesus Christ into 
their hearts. This was by means of per- 
sonal interview. Most of these are now 
living in Christian victory and have a 
good testimony.” 


CHINA 

We hear from Paul Pipkin in Peiping: 

“Bad war news has not dimmed our 
vision. By way of testimony, let us say 
we are emotionally and spiritually pre- 
pared to lose our home and missionary 
equipment. But if you could see us in 
the pulpit, around the altar, or at home, 
you wouldn't know there was a Commu- 
nist within a thousand miles of us. We 
live every day as if we were going to 
spend our full five years here. The cries 
of the millions of Asia who have never 
heard of Christ are still the most chal- 
lenging needs in the world. 

“Bad news does affect the backbone in 
studying hours every day a language 
youre not certain you'll have a chance to 
use; but, brother, it surely doesn’t put out 
the fire to preach! The need everywhere 
out here is overwhelming and the time is 
so short. Well, I’m sure some of you 
know the old feeling that’s down in our 
hearts right now. . . 

“There's a big expedition of mission- 
aries of all faiths moving out of North 
China to the unevangelized southern 
and western sections of China. Recently 
about 30 Pentecostal missionaries from 
Scandinavian countries joined the exodus 
. . . Red pressure is forcing hundreds of 
‘missionaries who formerly worked in the 
North to far-away unevangelized points 
in the Southwest. Personally, I believe 
this kind of a retreat is really a forward 
move that will hasten the coming of the 
Lord. The Red persecution in the North 
may prove to be a blessing in disguise to 
inillions who have never heard the name

“If there had been no civil war, most 
of these missionaries would have settled 
down in their mission compounds, and. 
like all other buildings in China, behind 
high walls. They would have preached 
their sermons in half-empty churches and 
carried on peaceful pastorates. A couple 
of missionaries recently told me the day 
of the old fashioned foreign missionary 
working a lifetime in one city is gone. 
I’m sure I don’t know about this, but [ 
am convinced that fast moving political 
events, with a powerful anti-foreign 
feeling backed by the Communists, 1s 
making it necessary from now on that

all leading public positions must be filled 
by native personnel. 


“We (B. T. Bard and Paul Pipkin) 
plan to fly over Communist armies into 
these surrounded cities and start gospel 
rallies. We will take Bibles with us and 
put a real emphasis on the follow-up 
work among the converts. This will be a 
daring venture that could cost us more 
than money, but it may be the last oppor- 
tunity some cities in North China will 
have until Jesus comes. So plans must go 
ahead. My old translator, who is the 
YMCA Secretary at Taiyuanfu, will tra- 
vel with us. Pray much for us as we 
Jaunch out in this very dangerous but 
extremely needy youth evangelism pro- 
fects:

“We are happy and content to be back 
here in the land of our calling. We are 
more than busy.

SENATOR SAYS 10,000,000 ARE ‘SHEER 
OR NEAR ILLITERATES’ 


Senator Hartley M. Kilgore, Democrat 
of West Virginia, said the census reveals 
slightly over 10,000,000 Americans — one 
out of every seven adults—who are near 
illiterates. 

First, he described illiterates as persons 
without the equivalent of a fourth grade 
education. They cannot read or, if they 
can, they cannot understand what they 
read sufficiently to function as citizens. 

He gave these figures: 4,200,000 are 
white people, born in this country; 
3,200,000 are foreign born whites; 
2,700,000 are Negroes. 

Even though we have such a great 
number who are considered illiterates;

many are illiterates of the Word of God.

States $6,000,000,000 this year. This is 
more than the amount spent by all the 
cities, towns and villages in the United 
States for fire protection, the police, 
schools, sanitation, parks and_ similar 
local services.”

Mrs. Grace Olive Wiley, 65, nationally 
Inown snake expert, who kept cobras as 
household pets, died recently from snake 
bite.

CHURCH MEMBERSHIP RISES 


Church membership in the United 
States is at an all time high — a total of 
77,386,188 persons last year, or 53 per 
cent of the nation’s population. 

Of the total, 46,149,676 or slightly more 
than 60 per cent are listed as members of 
the nation’s 223 Protestant denomina- 
tions; 25,286,178 are Roman Catholics, 
-epresenting more than 33 per cent of the 
total; and 4,641,000, or six per cent, are 
members of Jewish congregations. 

These groups represent 99 per cent of 
the country’s church membership. 

The Christian Herald said the Protes- 
tant denominations gained 2.6 per cent 
from 1946 to 1947, while the Roman 
Catholics gained 3.5 per cent.

Despite the high cost of living, the 
women are spending about $300,000,000 
more annually for cosmetics than they 
did in 1939. And the industry is busy 
developing ideas to make them spend 
more. 

Cosmetic sales skyrocketed during the 
war. By 1946 they had reached a record 
high of between $699,600,000 and $583,- 
900,000. Then they slumped a bit from 
the peak, but industry leaders say a new 
upward sales trend is in the making. 

WORLD’S BIGGEST WARSHIP 

The biggest fighting ship in the world 
—the navy’s $125,000,000 giant carrier — 
will be the first capital ship built for the 
atomic age. 

The exact tonnage has not -been set; 
estimates range from 65,000 to 80,000 
tons.
